Justice Brewer's Opinion is 
Rowadly Scored. 


Declared to be an Outrage on 
the Liberties of the 
People. 


Such Denune@iation of the August 
Tribunal @ Case of Fiagrant

(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Fo the first time in the hie- 
tory of the United States an organized 
body of Amefican citizens has openly 
defied the supreme tribunal of the land, 
and in so bod and decided a manner 
that leading attorneys believe it can- 
not be ignore@. The entire power of 
the judiciary will probably be brought 
to bear to pu@ish the flagrant con- 
tempt. 

The General Assembly of the Knights 
of Labdr, in session here, was quick to 
resent the decigion of the United States 
Supreme Court yesterday handed down 
by Justice Brewer affirming the sén- 
tence of eighteen months’ imprisonment 
imposed by Wage Ross at Los Ange- 
les, Cal., upon three local officers of the 
American Railway Union—Ross, Stan- 
wood and Cluie—convicted of conspir- 
acy to obstru@t the transportation of 
mails. At the gession this morning 
Master Workman Sovereign introduced 
the following Preamble and resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, the Supreme Court of the 
United States Bag affirmed the decision 
of Judge Ross, which decision raised a 
misdemeanor to a felony and sentenced 
local officers of the American Railway 
Union at Los Angeles, Cal., to prison 
for eighteen Months, and 

“Whereas, the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, affirming the de- 
cision of Jude Ross, places all labor 
conspirators; and 

“Whereas, said decision affirms that a 
greater penalty can be imposed for a 
conspiracy to commit a crime than is 
imposed by law for the commission of 
the crime itself; 


bly most earnestly protests against 
such a travesty on justice and outrage 
on the liberties of the people, and con- 
demns said court for its partial rul- 
ing in the interests of the plutocratic 
classes and its abridgement of the con- 
stitutional rights of the laboring peo- 
ple.” 

Master Workman Sovereign, in offer- 
ing the above, said it was set forth in 
the evidence by those in a position to 
know the facts that only one of those 
convicted—the one who had acted as 
spokesman of the committee—had 
spoken to the engineer of the train 
which was carrying mail matter. No 
threats were uttered, and no attempt 
was made to interfere with the run- 
ning of the tram, but the éngineer him- 
self voluntarily talked a few minutes 
with the committee. The question of 
the decision rendered by Justice 
Brewer will be brought up again later 
in the meeting, and will be supple- 
mented by other and more emphatic ac- 

n on the part of the general assem- | 
b 7. according to Grand Master Work- 
man Sovereign and T. B. Maguire, who 
are emphatic in their assertions that 
they will defy the court and ignore the 
decision. 

The opinion, as delivered by Justice 
Brewer, is regarded by attorneys as 
very strong, and Judge Ross is sus- 
tained at every point. There might be 
a question of the power of the court to 
punish the mere criticisms of a, decis- 
ion, however severe, but there is no 


ance of a direct condemnation of the 
court itself, and an open defiance of its 
decrees. The Knights of Labor leaders 
say they intend to carry the fight into 
every assembly throughout the country, 
while members of the bar, and thinking 
men generally, when approached upon 
the subject, agree that open defiance of 
the Supreme Court must be punished, 
or a general condition of anarchy will 
prevail. 

A prominent attorney said: “It would 
not be proper to say what the court 
should or should not do. I can, how- 
ever, imagine no greater degree of law- 
lessness than to openly defy the law as 
announced by the tribunal of last re- 
sort. It is time that the right of man 
to work without fear of bodily injury 
at the hands of those organized to pre- 
vent him from .working was firmly es- 
tablished. Any other condition is an- 
archistic. Politicians, as a rule, have 
been afraid to express their real views, 
‘and now that the Supreme Court has 
cut the Gordian knot, no man can be 
prevented from working at what wages 
he may be willing to contract for.

No expressions can be obtained from 
the justices, but those best informed 
agree that, when brought to the at- 
tention of the court formally, quick 
action will be taken and the officers 
of the Knights of Labor will be cited 
for contempt. Members of trade or- 
ganizations are greatly excited, and 
when arrests are made, if the court 


takes cognizance of the matter, as ex- 


pected, serious trouble is feared. The 
American Railway Union men have not 
profited by the experiences of 
eighteen months ago, and will join in 
the hopeless effort to defy the consti- 
tuted authorities. 

When the resolution was passed by 
the assembly it was with the under- 
standing that it would be supple- 
mented later by one advocating the 
election of the Supreme Court judiciary 
by popular vote. 


IN THIS CITY. 


Clune, Ress and Stanwood Offer to 
Surrender Themsclves. 


W. H. Clune, Philip Stanwood and 
Isaac Ross appeared at the United 
States Marshal's office yesterday and 
offered. to surrender themselves; they 
having been informed, as published in 
The Times yesterday, that the ceses 
in which they were charged with con- 
spiracy, had, upon appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court, been de- 
cided against them. 

They were told that no official in: 
formation regarding the decision had 
been received by the Federal au- 
thorities here, and they therefore nced 
not. surrender themselves until the 
receipt of the mandate in the 
trom the United States Supreme Court. 

It will be remembered that the three 
defendants were charged with con- 
spiracy, the result of which was to 
obstruct the movement of United States 
mails. They were tried before Judge 
Ross, who was then United States Dis- 
trict Judge, and found guilty» ine 
case, on appeal, was taken diréctly to 
the United States Supreme Court, in 
which tribunal it was argued and sub- 
mitted a few weeks ago. 

If the usual course be pursued, as 
is expected will be done, the mandate. 
of the court of last resort will be 
mailed to the United States District 
Court of this district, and the commit- 
ments, which have been stayed, perd- 
ing appeal, will thereupon be issued. 
It will then be in order for the de- 
fendants to serve sentence, which for 
each of them is eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment. The defendants have been 
out on bond pending appeal, and it is 
probable they will remain out until the 
execution of their sentences.

TOO MUCH BLOOMERS. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT ON NASSAU 
STREET, NEW YORK. 


Business Interrupted by the Crowds 
that Congregate About the Win- 
dows of Fitsgerald’s Hash-shop. 
The Police Intertere. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19. —(Special Dis- 
| BRD.) The experiment of. bloomered 
-waiter-girls in a Nassau-street restau- 
rant was abandoned by the proprietor 
today when he had been arrested for 
maintaining a nuisance and was ar- 
raigned in the Police Court. The end 
of the venture was brought about by 
Capt. Walter L. Thompson. He had 
sixteen of his command on duty near 
the restaurant, and caused the arrest 
of half a dozen young men who refused 
to move on. The nuisance became so 
unbearable and people in the neigh- 
borhood complained so frequently of 
interruption to their business that 
Capt. Thompson applied to the magis- 
trate for a warrant for the arrest of 
Fitzgerald, proprietor of the restau- 
rant. 

In making his application, Capt. 
Thompson told about a young fellow 
who stood on the neighboring steps with 
opera glasses. He was telling those 
about him of the moves of the bloomer 
girls, and doing it in an objectionable 
way. Capt. Thompson got within 
range and kicked him downstairs. 
Fitzgerald, when arraigned, announced 
that he had ordered the bloomers off 
the floor, and had abandoned the pro- 
ject. He signed an agreement to dis- 
continue the practice and was dis- 
charged. 


WILL PAY TAXES. 


Irishmen of Lowe Township Over- 
awed by Dominion Troops. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESA REPORT.) 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Nov. 19.—Word just 
received from Lowe township states 
that the presence of the troops has had 
the desired effect and that the people 
‘are now expressing their willingness to 
pay up their taxes. The backbone of 
the rebellion is broken. The solicitor 
major has announced that unless those 
who resisted Friday come in and settle 
the seizures will be made at_once. 

The township of Lowe is’ populated 
almost entirely with Irishmen who 
came to Canada during the Fenian ex- 
citement in Ireland, and their syropa-

A FACTORY FIRE. 


Panic Among Two Hundred People. 
The Loss of Life.

1 Message from the Sultan 
Promising Reform, 


Great Britain’s Clutch on the Ot- 
toman Empire is Made 
Manifest. 


One of the Most Remarkable Pub lie 
Show-downs on Record—Actionus 
of the Kuardse—Minister Ter- 
rell Kept Busy. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
BRIGHTON (Eng., Nov. 19.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) Lord Salisbury, the 
Prime Minister, addressing the annual 
conference of the National Union of 
Conservative Associations here today, 
said, among other things: 

“Allow me to say a word in answer 
to a very distinguished, distant corre- 
spondent, if I may term him so, who 
requested me to make a statement in 
a speech to the country. This corre- 
spondent is no less a person than the 
Sultan of Turkey. Nothing would 
have induced me to read this august 
message here except the distinct com- 
mands of the sender. In that speech 
at the Guild Hall on the occasion of 
the Lord's Mayor's dinner, I expressed 
the opinion that I had little confidence 
that the reforms promised for the 
Turkish Empire would be carried into 
execution. The Sultan sends me @ 
message, saying that this statement 
has pained him very much, as the car- 
rying out of these reforms is a matter 
already decided upon by him, and fur- 
ther, that he is desirous of executing 
them as soon as possible. He then 
proceeds: 

have already told my ministe 3 
this, and so the only reason why Lo 
Salisbury should thus throw doubts on 
my good intentions must be due to the 
intrigues of certain persons here, or 
else false statements must have been 
made to cause such an opinion. 

The message then proceeds, after 
some intermediary observations: ‘I re- 
peat I will execute these reforms. I 
will take the papers containing them 
and see myself that every article is put 
into force. This is my earnest deter- 
mination, and I give you my word of 
honor. I wish Lord Salisbury to know 
this, and I beg and desire that His 
Lordship, having confidence in these 
declarations, will make another speech 
by virtue of the friendly feeling and 
disposition he has for me and my coun- 
try. I shall await the result of this 
with the greatest anxiety.’ 

Lord Salisbury then continued: “These 
last words will acquit me of any impro- 
priety in what I acknowledge to be @ 
very unprecedented course, the reading 
of a message of this kind at a public 
meeting. I could not abstain from do- 
ing what I have done without discour- 
tesy to the potentate from which this 
message is issued, but of course it 
would not be seemly for me to comment 
directly upon those words. Great Brit- 
ain forms part of a concerted Europe 
which has resolved, so far as it acts, to 
actwithunanimity. Some persons scem 
to think that we, the people of Great 
Britain, can dispose of all the decisions 
of the European powers. This is cred- 
iting us with more influence than we 
possess. Whatever is done must be 
done with unanimity and we can only 
speak in behalf of one of the powers 
which will concur, if the powers do con- 

cur, in any action which may be taken, 
I will not admit that the responsibility 
of any of the decisions taken rests en- 
tirely or mainly on this country. The 
responsibility is upon us and upon all 
the powers in common. All those who 
have this responsibility must act to- 
gether, so if there are others who can- 
not agree to act with the powers, those 
others cannot have their own way. 
But I am in no wise desirous of inti- 
mating that the slightest shade cf dis- 
agreement up to this moment has 
arisen between the powers.’ 

Lord Salisbury then prone to ex- 
tol Rustem Pasha, who, he 
would not recover from his 2 ill- 
ness. The Prime Minister spoke espe- 
clally of the former administration of 
Rustem Pasha at Lebanon. He said 
he was convinced if a man like him had 
been placed in charge of the districts 
where all these horrors have occurred 
the conscience. of Europe would never 
have been racked by all these tales of 
suffering and terror. If there had been 
men around the Sultan like Rustem 


not exist. The present problem could not 
be solved by the external acting of the 
advising powers. This, Lord Salisbury 
pronounced a clumsy device at best. 
— Continuing. he said the 
should have been solved by the natural 
cpposition of the working councillors 
ef an enlightened monarchy, acting 
through efficient and competent instru- 
ments. Lord Salisbury added: “I do 
not see who the men are that stand ag 
the representatives of the Rustem 
Pasha type of officials at the Sublime 
Porte. I exhort you to consider that the 
terrible Armenian problem is quite as 
much one of competent men as of ade- 
quate law: that the mere writing of 
new provisions upon fresh decrees can- 
not supply the place of governors who 
know how, and, what is equally impor 
tant, who have the courage and integ- 
rity to do their duty. I have no doubt 
that the powers will do their best, but 
do not imagine that deep-seated disease 
in an empire can he cured by the wave 
of a magician’s wand. The results of 
long years of error will have to be paid 
for and cruel and inexorable is the hw 
that those will pay who were not orig- 
inally guilty of the offenses. 

I have taken you for the momeat in 
the accustomed field of foreign policy. 
Nothifig but the circumstances which 
I have explained would have persua-ied@ 
me to do so, for I maintain that a for- 
eign minister, above all others, is bound 
to value and cherish the virtues of 
silence.” 

Lord Salisbury then turned to do- 
mestic affairs and said the Conserva- 
tive victory was mainly due to the 
fact that the magnetie influence of @ 
great statesman which had been exer- 
cised in a sinister spirit, had been re- 
moved. In conclusion, he dwelt upon 
the divisions among the Irishmen aad 
said if they were left alone they would 
cut their own throats.

THE KHARPUT OUTRAGE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 18, via 
Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 19.—(By Atlantic 
Cable. Associated PressCopyright, 1895.) 
In response to a telegram sent to Khar- 
put by United States Minister Terrell, 
inquiring into the burning and p- 
laging of American missions there, the 
Porte has furnished some information 
to Terrell, and additional facts have 
been obtained from other sources. As 
Terrell will communicate direct with 
the State Department at Washington 
on the subject, the facts in his posses- 
sion cannot be given out here. But 
enough is known of the disturbances to 
enable the Associated Press to give the 
following general outline. The trouble 
between the Kurds and Mussulmans at 
Kharput has been brewing for some 
time. On one hand it was claimed that 
Armenians, incited by the agents of 
their revolutionary committee, have 
been arming themselves, holding secret 
meetings and preparing for a revolt 
against the Turkish authorities. The 
crisis was to be precipitated by an at- 
tack upon the Mussulmans quarters. 

The second version is that the Turks, 
acting under instructions from Yildiz 
Kiosk officials, if not from the Sultan 
himself, deliberately planned a massa- 
cre of the Armenians of Kharput. The 
Kurds were provided with weapons 
Similar to those used by Turkish sol- 
diers, and ammunition was plentifully 
distributed. At the signal agreed upoti 
a quarrel was picked with Armenians, 
and the attack upon their quarter com- 
menced. The Armenians, anticipating 
an outbreak, had armed themselves as 
well as possible. barricaded their 
dwellings and made so determined a 
resistance that the first attacks of the 
Kurds were repulsed. 

The American missionaries had 
plied for protection to Minister Ter- 
rell. He called personally on the Porte, 
sent several notes to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, insisting that the 
Turkish officials should protect Ameri- 
can missionaries, and notifying the Sul- 
tan and his ministers that they would 
be held responsible for the safety of 
the missionaries. The Turkish officials 
Promised to protect the lives of the 
missionaries and detailed gendarmes to 
kuard the 

When the A nians repulsed the 
first. attack, the Kurds were 80 infuri- 
ated that they proceeded to the quarter 
of Kharput where the American mis- 
sion was located, and quickly overcom- 
ing the opposition of the gendarmes, if 
there were any present, ransacked the 
houses, including eight American mis- 
sion buildings, exploding a shell in the 
house of one of the missionaries. The 
American missionaries placed them- 
selves under the tmmediate protection 
of the Turkish Governor, who still has 
them under his care. During the pil- 
laing. it has been ascertained beyond 
doubt, the Kurds were suppor by 
Turkish troops in a number of in- 
‘stances. Later a second more success- 
ful attack was made by the Kurds 
the Armenian quarters, and a terrible 
massacre followed. Conservative esti- 
mates say that from 800 to 1000 persons 
were killed. 

The American missionaries formally 
protested against the destruction of 
their property to the Turkish authori- 
ties, and to Mr. Terrell, who, when all 
the facts are thoroughly established, 
will most likely demand that the Ameri- 
cans be compensated. In fact, it is un- 
derstood that Minister Terrell has al- 

réady Deen aksured that the ‘Turkish 
government is prepared to do what is 
right when the blame is placed where it 
belongs. 

A fresh fanatical outbreak has oc- 
curred at Moosh, but it was suppressed 
by Turkish authorities after forty Ar- 
menians had been killed. There is evi- 
dence that the Porte has been fright- 
ened by the gathering of the foreign 
fleets in Salonica Bay, and advice, ac- 
companied by a clear statement of the 
real situation, received from Germany 
and Austria, who seem to be acting in 
accord, into adopting really energetic 
“repressive measures, This state of af- 
fairs is commended on all sides. A 
British warship has been ordered to 
Alexandretta, Northern Syria, and the 
United States cruiser San Francisco, 
flagship of the European squadron, is 
expected there Monday. 

In addition, a French warship has 
been dispatched to Beyrout, Syria. The 
Sultan continues in a state of the 
greatest alarm, which is telling ter- 
ribly upon his already much weak- 
ened nerves. Rumors of the dis- 
covery of plots against Abdul Ham- 
id’s life are so frequent that they 
no longer attract attention. Some of 
his ministers have to be kept constantly 
guarded by soldiers to give them cour- 
age to transact the business of their re- 
spective offices. Throughout the night 
of Saturday, November 16, the most 
crmical day for the Turkish empire, 
the Sultan was engaged, sitting close 
to the telegraph instrument in Yildiz 
Kiosk, personally dictating instructions 
to provincial Governors to do their ut- 
most to restore order in their.districts. 
This indicates that the Sultan has 
finally determined to take the reins of 
government in his own hands. 1

Lack ef sufficient funds to equip. the 


reserves called out and the reity of 
regular troops in the disturbed. prov- 
inces, is a matter of great concérn to 
the Sultan, who is said to ber rapidly 
getting an idea of the extent to which 
misgovermment has spread; not that 
this has gone on witnout his knowl- 
edge but he apparently deluded him- 
self with the belief that there would 
be no ending to the corruption prevail- 

and that there could be no worse 
results from it than had been threat- 
ened and only threatened for so many 
years. 

There is one gleam of hope, however, 
for the unhappy ruler. Winter, with 
its deadly cold and deep snows to in- 
terrupt communication in the dis- 
turbed districts, is approaching, and 
news from places now readily accessible 
will be cut off for long periods. This, 
it is said, wiil put a stop to the Kurdish 
outbreaks more effectively than the 
Turkish troops. It will also prevent 
much news from reaching Constan- 
tinople. In order to be safe against an 
outbreak here, it is said that the 
Powers have determined to send two 

guardboats instead of one for each 

country in the Bosporous. The consent 
of the Porte, it is believed, can be 
obtained for this arrangement. It is 
learned in diplomatic circles that the 
Turkish authorities of Moosh have 
recently displaying great energy 
in quelling the fanatical outbreak there 
which was recently announced. 

They prevented much bloodshéd, and 
in the latest of the disturbances there 
were only six persons killed and forty 
wounded. The Mussulman soldiers 
behaved well. This is regarded here 
as suguring for a speedy suppression 
of the disturbances elsewhere in Asia 
Minor. The greatest anxiety certainly 
prevails at present among the Turkish 
Officials to stop the carnage.

FUN ON THE RAIL. 


GREAT NORTHERN TRAIN HELD UP 
NEAR CLEAR LAKE. 


The Robbers Run Off With the En- 
gine and an Express Car, but the 
Messenger Had Thrown Away 
the Keys to the Safe. } ; 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
ST. CLOUD (Minn.,) Nov. 19.—Great 
Northern train No. 3, crowded with 
passengers, was held up at 10:15 o’clock 
last night, four miles west of Clear 
Lake, and eight miles from St. Cloud. 
Fireman William Hardley had just 
turned for coal, when a revolver flashed 
before his eyes and a masked man 
commanded him to tell the engineer to 
stop the train. The engineer saw the 
robber, and heard the command and 
obeyed it. At the same momient an- 
other robber appeared alongside the 
engine, leveled a rifle at the engi- 
neer, and ordered him to go back and 
uncouple the express car. The second 
robber attended the engineer in this 
task, but the bandits did not know 
there were two express cars on the 
train. The engineer knew this fact 
and uncoupled only one, the first. 
By this time the first robber had 
joined his pal with the fireman under 
guard, and thé two ordered the train- 
hands to proceed to the door of the 
detached car and tell the express mes- 
senger to make a clear way for them. 
The messenger threw back the door 
and the two robbers entered. The jex- 
pressman knew what was going] on 
before the car was uncoupled, and had 
thrown away the keys of the two safes, 
While the parleying in the express car 
was going on the passengers believed 
the train had been held up, and, fear- 
ing the bandits would attack them, 
were terrified, and were not loth to 
obey the command to keep their heads 
inside the car. 
The robbers then ordered the fire- 
man and engineer to get on the engine 
and run the express car toward St. 
Cloud. They started off. Meantime 
the conductor had heard shots and 
with two others started up the track 
as the engineer started off with the ex- 
eres ear. At this point: the Great 
orthern and Northern Pacific tracks 
run side by side. The men had gone 
about a mile when they saw a North- 
ern Pacific freight-train approaching. 
The conductor signaled the freight- 


by soldiers who fired on the mission- 
houses and joined in the plunder. Spe- 
cial malice was shown to the misston- 
aries. A shell burst in Barnum's house. 
The missionaries are now protected.. 
Troubles are reported as beginning in 
Marsovan, Van and Aintab. 


A GENERAL PANIC. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—A dispatch to the, 
Times from Constantinople announces 
the commencement of a panic among 
the Armenian tradesmen of Constanti- 
nople. These Armenians have declared 
their intention of closing their shops. 
They assert that Constantinople is now 
unsafe for them. Another dispatch an- 
nounces the arrival at Smyrna of the 
French squadron. 

A Standard dispatch from Constanti- 
nople says the losses to the Armenian 
missions at Kharput will reach £10,000 
The Persian Kurds, according to an- 
other dispatch to the Standard, are in 
open revolt against the municipal gov- 
ernment of the town of Aintab, in Asi- 
atic Turkey. Similar news has been re- 
ceived from the tribes west of Damas- 
cus. It is evident that the excited 
Kurds and entire lower classes of the 
Moslems in the peninsula of Anatolia} 
are quite beyond the control of the au- 
thorities. The most stringent orders 
have been issued to the different valis, 
coupled with appeals, asking them to 
save the honor of the Sultan and pre- 
serve the Islamic faith by obedience to 
the instructions; but all of these efforts 
have proved futile. The Constantinople 
correspondent of the Standard an- 
nounces that the Austrian colony there 
has organized a system of defense. 


RUSTEM PASHA DEAD. 
LONDON, Nov. 19.—A report just re- 
ceived says that Rustum Pasha is dead. 


He was formerly Turkish Ambassador 
to Great Britain. 


Rustem Pasha, or Roustem Pasha, 
for years the representative of Turkey 
at the court of St. James, was the sub- 
ject of a remarkable eulogium yester- 
day when Lord Salisbury delivered his 
famous speech before the annual con- 
ference of the National Union of Con- 
-servative Associations. 
bury referred to the successful admin- 
istration of affairs which characterized 
Rustem Pasha's government while 
chief official at Lebanon and said if the 
Sultan could surround himself with ad- 
visers of characters like the late Turk- 
ish Minister to Great Britain, the ex- 
isting state of affairs at Constantino- 
ple would not have been brought about.

RUSSIA'S CONTENTYON. 
VIENNA. Nov. 19.—Commenting on 
the refusal of Russia to agree to the 
proposals of Austria for settlement of 
the Turkish question, the semi-official 
Fremdenblatt declares that Russia as- 
sents to the Austrian proposal in the 
main, but objects to the provision em- 
powering the embassies at Constanti- 
nople to adopt such temporary meas- 
ures as they see fit in cases of momen- 
tary danger. Russia contends that 
they should not be invested with such 
extensive powers, but that any meas- 
ure taken by the embassies should be 
preceded by an understanding between 
the different countries interested. 
AUSTRIA’'S LITTLE GAME.

STAMP COUNTERFEITERS. 


Some New Developments in an Im- 
portant Chicago Case. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—There were un- 
expected developments in the Jones- 
Thompson stamp-counterfeiting case 
yesterday. For some time Capt. Porter 
of the secret service has believed the 
fraudulent issue of stamps did not 
cover the full operations of Jones, 
Thompson and Mrs. Tilsa McMillan. 
After the arrest of Warren F. Thomp- 
son last week and the discovery of the 
copper plates from which the stamps 
were made, this theory received con- 
firmation wher Capt. Porter was given 
information that a search of Mrs. M. 
B. Lacey’s premises would disclose 

counterfeit-money plates. 

Armed with a search warrant, he and 
a deputy marshal called at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Lacey, but a search 
failed to disclose anything. Capt. Por- 
ter was satisfied that Attorney C. W. 
Monroe knew something about the 
plates, and he told the attorney and 
Mrs. Lacey that if the plates were not 
produced in a few days, arrests would 
follow. 

Yesterday Monroe sent over two cop- 
per plates and a note. The latter read 
as follows: 

“Here is a package Mrs. Lacey 
wished me to hand to Capt. Porter. 

rs. Lacey made affidavit setting forth 
where she got them, and it is the only 
suspicious article in her possession, or 
that she ever had. I hope this will be 
satisfactory. 

(Signed,) C. W. MONROE, 

Attorney for Mrs. Lacey.“ 

In the package were two copper 
plates, gelatine- prepared, ond on which 
were photographed the face and reverse 
skies of a United States note, series 
1891, Hendricks photograph. The pho- 
tograph had not yet been treated with 
the acids. From appearance, the plates 
are capable of being developed into a 
dangerous counterfeit, and, imprinted 
on fibrous paper, the bills would pass 
without detection. | 

Capt. Porter left yesterday for Au- 
burn, N. T., where the trial of Mrs. 
Tilsa McMillan takes place today. No 
one about the government building is 
aware of the source of Capt. Porter’s 
information concerning the plates. It 
is said, however, Thompson made a full 
confession to save himself.

San Francisco Rests in the Matter 
of Procuring Subscriptions—Lord 
Playfair on Bimetalilism. 
Other Politics. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The one hun- 
dred and twenty-seventh annual ban- 
quet of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York was held at 
Delmonico’s this evening. The yearly 
dinner of this organization is among 
the most important events of the me- 
tropolis and that of tonight was no ex- 
ception. - The chamber always musters 
notable speakers and distinguished men 
around its board. Utterances that have 
moved the policy of the government 
have been made on these occasions and 
it was at the end ot the chamber’s din- 
ner that Secretary of the Treasury 
Windom was stricken with sudden 
death a few years ago. Covers were 
set for 275 persons tonight. 

It was somewhat after 9 o’clock when 
President Orr, wielding the gavel of 
the chamber, rapped for order and in 
a brief speech, in which he referred to 
the Armenian atrocities, introduced 
Secretary Carlisle, who spoke on “Our 
Currency System,” as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I have 
but little to say this evening, and will 
take but little time to say it. Two 
years ago, at your annual banquet, I 
said that the disposition and ability of 
the government to maintain its own 
credit at the highest standard and to 
preserve the integrity of all the forms 
of currency in Circulation among the 
people could not reasonably be doubted 
and ought not to be the subject of 
further controversy.. But the task is 
both difficult and expensive. Since 
that declaration was made here, inter- 
est-bearing bonds to the amount of 
$162,325,100 have been issued to procure 
gold for the redemption of the United 
States notes. 

The notes still remain the same as 
at the beginning. The notes are re- 
deemed, but they are unpaid. Our le- 
gal standard of value is as sound as 
any country in the world, and if we. 
had such a currency system as to guar- 
antee its permanent maintenance, no 
government would command a larger 
credit or realize greater benefits from 
it than ours, but the great investors of 
the world appreciate the difficulties 
under which we are laboring, and, until 

se difficulties are removed, we can- 
not reasonably hope to see perfect con- 
fidence restored at home or abroad. 

The fundamental vice in our currency 
system is the legal-tender note, redeem- 
able in coin by the government and re- 
issuable under the law. There are 
other defects, but this threatens the 
stability of the whole volume of our 
currency. So long as these notes are 
outstanding, the slightest diminution of 
the coin reserve at once excites a feel- 
ing of apprehension and distrust, af- 
fects the values of dll securities, cur- 
tails investments, and more or less sys- 

tematically embarrasses all the business 
affairs of the people. In attempting to 
provide a circulati medium congist- 
ing of its own notes eemable in coin 
on presentation and reissuable after re- 
demption, the government of the United 
States is engaged in a business for 
which it is wholly unfitted, and which 
was never for a moment contemplated 
by its founders. It has a right to bor- 
row money and issue evidences of the 
debt, but it was never contemplated 
that it should convert itself into a bank 
of issue and furnish a legal-tender pa- 
per currency for the use of the people. 
The Treasury Department ought to be, 
and was intended to be, simply a public 
agency for the management of the fis- 
cal affairs of the government as a gov- 
ernment, not as a bank. 

No changes in our currency system 
will afford relief unless it provides for 
the retirement of the legal-tenders. 

The circulation of legal-tenders has a 
tendency to drive out of use and out of 
the country the very coin in which the 
government is compelled to redeem 
them, and it has expelled millions of 
dollars from our border. Although the 
government and our own people are 
compelled to receive them, they will not 
discharge international obligations; the 
gold must go out to settle all final bal- 
ances against us. No other government 
in the world is required to supply gold 
from its treasury to discharge the pri- 
vate obligations of its citizens. 

While the pecuniary loss to which the 
people have been subjected by the issue 
and continued circulation of legal-ien- 
der paper has been almost incalculable, 
this has not been the chief injury in- 
flicted upon the country. The theories 
that the government can create money 
by placing its stamp on paper or other 
materials; that a legislative enactmtmyti 
can make 50 cents equal in value to 
100 cents; that artificially inflated prices 
paid in a depreciated currency are bet- 
ter for the people than natural prices 
paid in a sound currency, and various 
vagaries now floating like bubbles in 
the political atmosphere, are all attrib- 
utable to the long-continued use of le- 
gal-tender paper. The proposition thata 
promise of the government to pay money 
is money ts just as absurd as the propo- 
sition that a promise to deliver a horse 
is a horse, and yet there are eminent 
men, high in public councils, who be- 
lieve that the United States promis- 
sory note is actual money and that the 
statute which compels all the peopie to 
receive it as actual money is coast!!fu- 
tional and ought to be continued in 
force. 

The agitation for the free coinage of 
legal-tender silver is predicated upon 
the same vicious principle that under- 
ised to repay in dollars, but the prom- 
ises a legal-tender, but there is a pr.c- 
tical difference between the two sys- 
tems. The United States note was a 
forced loan from the people to the gov- 
ernment, which the government prom- 
ised to pay in dollars, but the free 
coinage of legal-tender silver at the la- 
tio of 16 to 1 would be a forced lean 
from the people to the owners of silver 
mines and silver bullion without a 
promtse of repayment by anybody. 

The campaign against the proposi- 
tion to debase our standard of value 
should not be abandoned or suspended. 
If the friends of a sound and stable 
measure of value are Vigilant and 
active this effort cannot possibly suc- 
ceed, and the question will soon re- 
cede from the public view. But the 
United States legal-tender notes will 
remain to complicate the currency sys- 
tem and embarrass the government. 
In my opinion, legislation in this direc- 
tion at the earliest possible day is 
imperatively demanded by every sub- 
stantial interest in the country, and 
its postponement upon any pretext as 
a political expedient, or upon the as- 
sumption in advance that no satisfac- 
tory results can be accomplished, 
would be a very grave mistake. 

No nation cam reasonably hope to 
control the trade of any considerable 
part of the world unless its exchanges 
are based upon a standard of value 
recognized as sound in all the cen- 
ters of commerce. The pound sterling 
has made London not only the principal 
market, but the clearing-house of the

whole world. England not only 


ses great profit from her own 
trade, but takes toil out of the inter- 
national trade of all other countries. 
With an inferior currency we could 
never successfully contest her su- 
Premacy. and the belief that we can 
punish her, or enrich ourselves by de- 
stroying the value of our own. money 
is one y es most remarkable delusions 
e 

Much of our financial trouble has 
been caused by doubt and speculation, 
here and abroad, concerning the views 
and purposes of our people at large and 
the policies of the litical parties to 
which they are attached. Thisisa gov- 
ernment by parties and investors who 
watch with the greatest interest and 
solicitude every manifestation of pop- 
ular opinion, especially when changes 
are to be made in the chief executive 
Office. It is of vast importance that 
these doubts and speculations should be 
set at rest in order that. the world may 
certainly know what is to be our per- 
manent monetary policy. Vague and 
indefinite declarations by the great 
political organizations of the country 
not only increase doubt and distress 
abroad but encourage harmful agita- 
tion at home, and I hold, therefore, that 
it is-the duty of all who are or may be- 
come in any degree responsible for the 


welfare of the country to insist that. 
there shall be no further equivocation 
or evasion in our treatment of this sub- 
“Let us have no more ambiguous 
phrases, no more inconsistent and irre- 
concilable clauses in party platforms 
or in public utterances, but let us make 
our meaning clear and our purpose so 
plain that they can neither be misun- 
derstood nor successfully misrepre- 
sented... If a majority of the people of 
the United States are in favor of the 
maintenance of the present standard 
of value they ought to have an oppor- 
tunity to say so. On the other hand, if 
a majority of our people are in favor of 
abandoning the present standard of 
value and establishing monometallism, 
they should have an opportunity to say 
that. When this issue is directly pre- 
sented we need not fear the result. 
Such an appeal to the common sense, 
the common integrity and the national 
pride of our people will not be in vain, 
and when the contest is over the ques- 
tion will be finally and conclusively set- 
tled in accordance with the general 
judgment of the most advanced nations 
and the real interests of our country.“ 
retary Carlisle's speech was fre- 
quently applauded. He was followed 
by Se Burrows. of Michigan,

Senator Burrows said, in substance, 
that the question of trade is closely 
interwoven with our whole national” 
life.

It was not surprising, after eight 
years’ experience with the confedera- 
tion, to find the framers of the Consti- 
tution stripping the States of all au- 
thority on the subjects of commerce and 
expressly conferring on the national 
government the power to regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations, and among 
the several States the regulation of our: 
foreign and domestic trade has 
steadily pursued since then in appro- 
priate legislation. The limit of the 
power thus conferred has probably | 
never been reached or definitely deter- 
mined. That it was supreme within 
the limits of the constitution and com- 
mensurate with the requirements of 
trade is — was — 

wer sufficiently comprehensive : 
—— “not bate the objects and in- 
strumentalities of commerce, but to 
construct, oversee and make safe the 
highways over which that commerce 
moves. 

He continued: In taking from the 
States all control over commerce and 
lodging it exclusively in the national 
government, State lines were swept 


away and a national highway across 


the continent was opened. With the 
trade absolutely unrestrained, is it any 
wonder our domestic commerce has at- 
tained proportions which are the mar- 
vel of the age?“ 

He quoted figures showing the growth 
of American business, and con- 
cluded: “If this supply of our domestic 
production shall exceed the demands of 
domestic consumption, let us find a way 
under reciprocity to secure foreign mar- 
kets without impairing or surrendering 
or turning our attention to the 55,000,- 
000 on the hemisphere to the south of 
us, unfurling our flag in every part of 
Central and South America, plercing 
the barriers between the two oceans 
with a new highway of commerce open 
to the sea and penetrating the centers 
of South American trade with an inter- 

Charles Emory Smith of Philadel- 
phia, ex-Minister of Russia, was the 
third speaker, his toast being Na- 
tional Development and Opportunity.” 
He said: 

“Ours is a land of fullness, and not 
of famine. Providence has dowered us 
with matchless opportunity and the 
world’s evolution unfolds before us the 
crowning destiny of mankind. In a 
hundred years a marvelous growth has 
advanced our country from almost 
nothing until today it possesses more 
than one-fifth ‘of all the wealth of all 
the world, 

In the two decades from 1870 to 


Britain, France and Germany all com- 
bined, with their 125,000,000 people, 
gained in wealth 330,000, 000, 000, while 
the United States alone, with its 60,000, 
000 people, gained $338,000,000,000. The 
United States earns two-thirds as much 
as all the other three put together. 
“In 1860 the product of our manufac- 
tories was little more than half of 
England. In 1880 it was more than 
double her output. Our expansion in 
industries was more than twice that of 
England, France and Germany to- 
gether. Their debts are piling up; 
ours are melting away. Their taxes 
are rising; our are falling. Their ex- 
penditures are frightfully swelling; 
ours are relatively declining. Their 
productive forces are stripped for 
armies and armaments; ours are at the 
plough, the forge, the loom and the 
exchange. England’s taxes are 10 per 
cent. of her earnings; France's 13 per 
cent.; Germany’s 10% per cent., while 
ours are only 5 per 
spends one-sixth of her taxes 
and one-twelfth of all her revenues for 
poor relief and only one-seventeenth 
for schools. The United States spends 
one-sixth of all her national and local 
income for schools, and the demand for 
poor relief is only a beggarly item. 
“The contrast is the key of the fu- 
ture. And we are only at the thres- 
hold of ovr development. Most of the 
growth I have briefly portrayed has 
come within twenty years. Who shell 
grasp the advancement of the next 
twenty or thirty years or picture the 
dazzling destiny of the next century? 
Our spirit, if not our flag, will rule 
the hemisphere.

EUREKA, Nov. 19.—(Spéecial Die- 
patch.) Humboldt bar is still in an 
ugly mood and the steamer Pasadena 
from San Pedro. felt its 
morning, meeting with a peculiar mis- 
hap. The vessel is an oil-burner, and 
carries a supply of fuel in two large 
irén tanks on deck, one forward and 
one on the poop-deck. While crossing 
the bar the steamer shipped three im- 
mense seas from astern. The first came 
over the starboard quarter and liter- 
ally cut in two and carried away Halt 
of the lifeboat swung to the davits. 
The next sea came over the stern, 
striking the face of the 
tank, containing about two thousand 
gallons of petroleum, and, although 
bolted firmly to the deck, the tank was 
jammed back on the cabin skylight, 
against which the heavy boiler plate 
was split like a wooden board. 

Immediately a torrent of black oil 
poured down through the skylight inte 
the cabin and gushed over into the gal- 
ley and engine-room, and with the sult 
| water nearly drowned Mrs. Grundell, 
‘wife of the chief engineer, and her 
‘child in the cabin and the cook in the 
galley. The cook was a sight to behold 
when taken out of the galley, wuere 
he had shut himself in while crossing 
the bar. He was literally painted black 
from head to foot with the slimy stuff, 
almost choked and unable to gee. 

The lady and child in the cabin fared 
little better, receiving a shower bath 
of petroleum, which continued pouring 
down, covering the floor to a depth of 
five or six inches. The furnishings of 
the cabin and staterooms are com- 
pletely ruined, while the provisions and 
utensils in the galley are rendered use- 
less. To make matters worse a third 
sea washed forward the oil that had 
not found its way into the cabin and 
galley, and the housings of the vessel, 
which Capt. Hamilton took o much 
pride in keeping white with paint, are 
now a variegated petroleum brown, 
The vessel escaped with no further 
damage.

Bandy Brady Convicted—J. Downey

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 19.—The case 
against the accused directors of the Los 
Angeles Agricultural Association was 
again up for hearing today before Gov. 
Budd. Speaker Lynch of the Assembly 
explained that Assembly bill No. 449 
had been submitted to a number of law- 

Pers, who had declared it to be all 
right. 

Attorney Cattern spoke up and said 
it was wrong, because when Speaker 
Lynch advocated the passage of the bill 
he had a lot of shares of stock in his 
pocket. This angered the Governor, 
who told Cattern to be silent, and not 
insult witnesses. 

This evening it was decided to con- 
tinue the investigation until after an 
expert has examined the books of the 
Agricultural Association, after which 
the Governor will resume the hearing in 
Los Angeles. 

DIRECTOR HINDS. 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 19.—The inves- 
tigation of the charges of fraud against 
the directors of the Los Angeles Agri- 
cultural District was continued in the 
Governor's office today. 

Director George Hinds was called 
and sworn. He was asked to state his 
information or his knowledge of a con- 
epiracy to defraud the State of prop- 
erty. He declared that he signed the 
charges on “information and belief.” 
He had no definite knowledge, but be- 
lieved, from conversations that he had 
heard, that the bill was fraudulent. 
Senator Androus had told him he knew 
nothing of any such bill, and he had 
afterward learned he had voted for it. 

During the discussion Gov. Budd said 
he had made a careful examination of 
the Lynch bill, and found no indica-

* WHO TOOK THE PAPERS? 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 19.—(Special 
Dispatch.) A number of important pa- 
pers, including the counter-charges of 
the accused directors of the Los An- 
geles Fair Association, and an im- 
portant letter to Attorney John W. 
Mitchell, are missing. The loss was 
discovered immediately following the 
adjournment of the investigation this 
afternoon. When Gov. Budd had con- 
sented to a postponement of the pro- 
ceedings, the loss of the papers was 
discovered. The Governor declared 


that it was his recollection that he had 


brought them to the office „ith him. A 
diligent search was instituted, with- 
out success, and even the attorneys in 
the case produced all the papers which 
they had in their pockets and allowed 
the Governor to inspect them. 

Miss Todman, the Governor's secre- 
tary, was called in, and she insisted 
that the Governor had them on the 
table in front of him when last they 
were seen. Every possible nook was 
searched without avail. The missing 
papers could not be found. The Gov- 
ernor announced that he must be fur- 
nished with a copy of the counter- 
charges at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, which Attorney Mitchell prom- 
ised to let him have. All parties in the 
investigation proceedings left for their 
homes tonight. 9520 


BRADY CONVICTED. 


The Train-robber’s Punishment 
Fixed at Life Imprisonment. 
({RBGULAR ASSOCIATED YRESS REPORT.» 
MARYSVILLE, Nov. 19:—Bandit Jack 
Brady, who shot down Sheriff Bogard 
while robbing the Oregon Express, has 
been found guilty, with punishment 
fixed at imprisonment for life. 


Brady's face when the verdict was an- 
nounced, but aside from that he showed 
no emotion. C. Weeman, who told Juror 
Ogden, while the trial was in progress, 
to “hurry up and hang him,” has been 
cited to appear for contempt of court. 

Brady and a companion named 
Browning first introduced the bicycle 
into the train-robbing business. They 
left San Francisco on wheels and 
toured through the State. One night 
they held tp the Oregon express near 
Reed’s station. Browning, while engaged 
in robbing the passengers, was shot and 
killed by Sheriff Bogard of Tehama 
county, who was a passenger on the 
train. Just as Bogard fired, however, 
Brady entered the car behind him and 
shot him in the back. Brady escaped, 
and for months was pursued by officers.

away. Finally he was surrounded in 
Yolo county and surrendered. 

It is almost certain that Brady end 
Browning committed several other 
train-robberies before they tried the 
Oregon Express. One robbery near 

Sacramento netted the bandits $50,000.

There could 
be no other theory than that which 
pointed to the guilt of Kovalev. Ryan 
said the people of this city owed Capt. 
Lees of San Francisco a debt of grati- 
“tude for his labors on the case. Ever 
since the discovery of the murder the 
people of this city had been watching, 
waiting for the capture of the perpe- 
trators of this horrible crime. 

Ryan spoke up to the noon hour, and 
Senator E. C. Hart began talking for 
the defense at 2 o’clock. The Senator 
said that in the conduct of the defense, 
himself and his associate, Maj. Ander- 
son, had encountered insuperable diffi- 
culties. He described Ivan Kovalev as 
impecunious and friendless and unable 
to secure a detective to aid him in es- 
tablishing a defense, 

Mr. Hart then expressed his horror of 
the Weber tragedy, and referred to, his 
oft-expressed hope that the guilty would 
be caught and made to suffer the 
venalty of his crime.

A TRIPLE ASSASSINATION. 


John Montgomery, His Wite and . 
B. MeKeecher Found Dead. 
An ARSOCIATED VRESS REPORT.) 

BROWNSVILLE, (Or.) Nov. 19. — 
John Montgomery, his wife, and D. B. 
McKeecher were found murdered at 4 
o’clock this afternoon on the farm of 8. 
O. Templeton, three miles east of here. 
All three of the victims had been shot 
with a rifle, and the murderers made 
good their escape. No motive is at 
present known for the crime. 

Montgomery was found lying on his 
back in the front yard, near a picket 
fence, about twenty feet from the 
house, with the top of his head blown 
off and his brains scattered over the 
fence. McKeecher was found in the 
sitting-room with a bullet wound on 
the side of his head and a part of his 
skull gone, and Montgomery’s rifle was 
lying across his legs. Mrs. Montgom- 
ery was found in the dining-room, with 
a shot in the back. From their posi- 
tions all were evidently fleeing from 
their murderers. 

The excitement heré is intense, and if 
the murderers are caught they will] 
probably be lynched. No one but the 
murdered people are Known to have 
been on the premises at the time the 
tragedy occurred. The coroner was 
notified, and immediately started for 
the scene.

Judge Torrance Rejects the Second 
Heirs’ Claims.

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 19.—Judge Ter- 
rance, in the Superior Court, rendered 
his decision today in the suit brought 
by J. Kelly and others against J. Dc w- 
ney Harvey, the administrator of the 
late ex-Gov.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has received the 
annual report of the Board of United 
States General Appraisers at New 
York. It shows that during the eleven 

nths ended September 30, 2249 re- 
a rose — were made by individual 
geferal appraisers and 783 cases 
U on one] fyfl board, showing that in 
fourths of the cases there were no ap- 
peals from the decisions of the individ- 
ual appraisers, either by the importer 
or the government. This, however, is a 
very large increase over the number of 
appeals made and dcted on last year. 
There are said to be many causes for 
this increase, and among them is given 
the rr of the scope of ad va- 
lorem rates of duty. “The ad valorem 
theory,” says the report, “is ideal, but 
it is not to be denied that ad valorem 
rates are more easy of evasion than 
specific rates.“ 

As to under-valuations, the board 
states that they are not so numerous as 
in former years, and that they do not, 
as formerly, embrace entire lines of 
merchandise. 


CLARK WOOD INDICTED. 


The Fresno County Grand Jury 
Charges Him With Perjury. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

FRESNO, Nov. 19.—The grand jury 
today brought in an indictment against 
Clark Wood, the defaulting deputy 
county clerk, who returned a few days 
ago from his wanderings in the East- 
ern States. The indictment charges 
Wood with having committed perjury 
in swearing that a certain sum of 
money had been paid into court, when 
in fact he had retained it for his own 
use. Wood expressed a desire when he 
returned to have his case submitted to 
the grand jury and his wish was soon 
gratified. 

The fact that the indictment had been 
made soon leaked out and Wood imme- 
diately hunted up an officer and asked 
to be taken to jail. Other indictments 
will follow, and there is every Ukell- 
hood that the accused will spend a few 
years in the State’s prison. 


The board suggests several amend- 
ments to the present customs and ad- 
ministrative act. The provision impos- 
ing an additional duty equal to 2 per 
cent. of the appraised value for each 1 
per cent. of undervaluation, it says, has 
not worked satisfactorily. In instances 
it has largely exceeded the value of the 
merchandise imported, and in other 
cases the undervaluation was clearly an 
error. It is suggested as a remedy that 
if the appra value shall exceed by 
more than per cent. the declared 
value, there shall be collected an addi- 
tional duty of 1 per cent. of the ap- 
praised value for each 1 per cent. of 
undervaluation. This additional duty, 
however, shall not exceed 50 per cent. 
of the appraised value of the goods. 
The present requirements as to the cost 
of production have also proven unsatis- 
factory in practice. They are said to 
be generally defective, insufficient and 
consequently misleading. It is recom- 
mended that this section of the law be 
repealed. 

The provision of the law imposing ad- 
ditional duty on “unusual coverings’’ 
has also proven burdensome and vex- 
atious, with no compensating benefits, 
and it is suggested that the law be 
amended so that such coverings shall 
pay the same duty as if imported sepa- 
rately. The board favors closer rela- 
tions between the Treasury Department 
and the consular officers, to the extent 
of allowing the Secretary to correspond 
directly with such officers on matters 
pertaining to the administration of 
tariff and custom laws.

A TRAIN WRECKED. 


Second Attempt in Three Weeks on 
the New York Central. 

SYRACUSE (N. T.) Nov. 19.—A de- 
liberate attempt was successfully made, 
a few miles west of Rome this morning, 
to wreck train No. 6 on the New York 
Central Railroad, the engine and all 
cars being ditched. Engineer Nate 
Hager and a tramp were killed, and 
Fireman Chris Wagner, Clerk J. Mc- 
Carthy and a tramp were injured. 
This is the second attempt within three 
weeks to wreck the same train near the 
same spot. It is on a heavy down-grade 
and the trains usually run at a rate of 
sixty-five miles an hour to make up the 
few minutes of lost time. The wreckers 
broke into a section toolhouse and stole 
tools with which they removed the fish- 
plates and pulled out the spikes. 

The train consisted of four mail-cars 
and three sleepers. There were eleven 
postal clerks and fourteen passengers, 
besides the members of the crew. The 
engine was thrown into a ditch and 
completely submerged in the mud, only 
the driving wheels on the left side be- 
ing above the earth. The forward 
mail car was thrown two car’s lengths 
ahead of the engine and rolled down the 
bank. The second car, in which the 
mai) clerks were working, was thrown 
on the tender of the engine and badly 
demolished. The third and fourth cars 
were also wrecked, the ends of both be- 
ing broken. 

The first sleeper was thrown from the 
rails, completely rolling over. The sec- 
ond sleeper was turned on its side. The 
rear sleeper did not leave the track. 
The two tramps are supposed to have 
been stealing a ride on the forward end 
of the first mall car, directly in the 
rear of the engine. . 

The body of the tramp who was 
killed has been identified as that of 
Billy Bond of this city. His compan- 
ion, whose left foot is cut off, is John 
Macey, also of Syracuse. 

The inquest over the bodies of Hager 
and Bond was commenced tonight. The 
principal witness was Miss Celia Perrin. 
She testified that Hildreth came to her 
home this morning and ate breakfast. 
He told her all, acknowledging that he 
took part in wrecking the train. When 
they parted he told her she would prob- 
ably not see him again, for he expected 
to be arrested, as he had lost his hat 
containing his name. He asked her to 
telegraph to his father, J. H. Hildreth 
of New York, and tell him that he was 
in trouble, and to come immediately, 
and she did as directed. When Hildreth 
left her, he said he was going to see 
the wreck, and he told her she ought to 
go, for it was a sight. He told her also 
that they did it to rob the passengers. 
He said all he did was to lead the boys 
to the place. 

The City Hall, in which the Police 
Station is located, is surrounded by 
a large crowd tonight, who express 
freely the opinion that the train-wreck- 
ers should be lynched. The night and 
day police force is on duty to prevent 
trouble. Several witnesses have been 
taken into custody for examination, in- 
cluding a young lady with whom Hib- 
bard kept company, and to whom he 
told the story of how he and his chums 
had wrecked the train.

WAS IT GASOLINE? 


A House Burned Under Singular Cir- 
cumstances Yesterday. 
Alarms from boxes Nos. 72 and 78 
called the fire department to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. M. Lamotte at No. 736 
Kohler street yesterday morning. The 
house, with nearly all the furniture, in- 
cluding a piano, was destroyed. The 

loss is estimated at $700. 

The fire started in a peculiar manner, 
and is thought to have been caused by 
gasoline sold by mistake instead of 
coal oil. 

Mrs. Lamotte’s supply of coal oil be- 
came exhausted Monday and she bor- 
rowed a quart of it from a neighbor. 
She ordered a can of oil ye erday 
morning, and from the can of liquid 
that was sent to her poured. out a 
quart, intending to return what she 
had borrowed. 

A stove with a coal fire was — the 
room where the liquid was poured out 
and the can from which it was poured 
out was left on the opposite side 
the room. Mrs. Lamotte went to fae 
neighbor’s house with the quart ‘ of 
liquid and the latter, believing it to be 
coal oil, poured it into her oil can 
which was already partly filled with oil. 
She observed that it had a peculiar 
whitish appearance for coal oil, but 
thought little of it. 

About this time an explosion was 
heard at Mrs. Lamotte’s house and the 
building was soon a mass of flames. 
The mixture of liquids in the neigaborf s 
oil can was examined, but it could not 
be ascertained from the examination 
whether it contained gasoline or not. 


A Fire Hydrant Disabled. 


The fire hydrant at Second and Hill 
streets yesterday afternoon, while being 
used to fill a sprinkling cart tank, was 
broken or otherwise put out of order, 
and a sream of water flowed out upon 
the street for an hour or more before 
the plug could be repaired. More or 
less complaint has been heard that the 


use of the fire hydrants for sprinkling — 


purposes is liable to render them in- 
effective for fire service. In case of a 
serious conflagration it is urged that 
this condition might produce serious 
results. If the firemen upon arrival 
started to “take a plug” and after at- 
taching a hose to it and turning the- 
gate, found it useless, there would be 
necessitated the delay of disconnecting 
the hose, moving it to another hydrant 
and making a new connection. The 
delay thus caused might give the fire 
an additional headway which would 
cause the destruction of a great deal 
more valuable property.

THE LAW AND THE LAW-BREAK- 
ERS. 


The _ professional workingmen—the 
salaried agitators, the walking dele- 
gates and the “labor leaders '—profess 
to feel much surprise and express great 
indignation at the decision of the Su- 


preme Court of the United States con- 


firming the decision of United States 
Judge Ross of California in the cases 
of the three A.R.U. officers in Los An- 
geles, who were sentenced by that 
fearless Judge to eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for con- 
spiracy in attempting to prevent men 
from working during the railroad 
strike of 1894, as a result of which 
‘conspiracy the movement of the United 
States mails was obstructed. 

If this surprise is genuine, it serves 


’ to accentuate the remarkably perverted 


groove of thought into which these ad- 
vocates of lawlessness have succeeded 
in twisting their minds. 

Thesfact that a considerable number 
of apparently intelligent Americans 
could possibly anticipate any other out- 
come of the case is of itself sufficient 
cause to justify grave forebodings as to 
the perpetuity of our free institutions 
should men who entertain such ideas 
be given a little more rope. 

The question at issue is an exceed- 
ingly simple one, although these hired 
fomenters of strife, with an eye to a 
continuance of the contributions which 
they collect from their dupes, seek in 
every possible way to make it appear 
complicated. So simple is it, indeed, 
that were it not for these side issues 
with. which it is sought to befog it, 
the whole case would be ignominiously 
cast out of the court of public opinion 
as soon as it Was presented. 

The question is:—Shall citizens of 
the United States, living under the 
Constitution and the laws, be pre- 
vented from pursuing a lawful object 
in a lawful way? Shall a man be per- 
mitted to dispose of his labor to whom 
and at such price as he and his em- 
ployer may mutually agree upon? 

Surely, an absurd question, this, to 
ask at the end of the second decade 
of the second century of this great 
republic, which is pointed to as a 
model by the oppressed of other coun- 
tries. 

Yet this is just what it amounts to. 
The talk about interfering with organ- 
ized labor is rot, and the organizers 
know it. They may organize until they 
have organized their individuality out 
of existence, and no one will cast an 
obstacle in their way. They may do 
as they please, as long as they heep 
within the law, but they must not seek 
to prevent other citizens from pursu- 
ing any lawful object in a lawful way. 

This last is just what these men 
have done, and for doing so they are 
most justly condemned to go to jail. 

It is not solely a question of Federal 
law, as some persons appear to 
imagine. These men have contravened 
the common law of the land, and no 
other decision would be possible in any 

court, high or low, before which like 


_ Offenses might be brought on a square 
issue and upon the merits. 


These 
men are disturbers of the peace, who 


have interfered with the rights of law- 
abiding citizens. It is an attempt at 
organized tyranny, which, if success 
ful, would make free government a 
mockery, and life not worth living to 
‘any one with more spirit than a louse. 
Ab between the tyranny of an absolute 
monarch and the tyranny of a gang of 
irresponsible jaw-workers of the Debs 
stripe, few sensible people would long 
hesitate, if it had to come to a choice. 

The American people have defied and 
defeated the tyranny of a foreign mon- 
arch; they have defied and defeated 
the tyranny of the monster slavery. 
Is it likely that they will quietly sub- 
mit to the odious tyranny of these 
labor tyrants, who seek to dictate to 
trees men how, when, and where they 


| shall employ the brains and brawn 


with which God has gifted them? The 
| presence among us of men who really 
believe such a thing to be possible is, 
as we have said, a danger signal, 
pointing to what might happen should 
they be allowed to have their way. 
But they will not have their way. 
This is a land of liberty regulated by 
law, and the courts. in this case have 
but expressed the overwhelming ver- 
dict of public opinion. 

The Times has had its own experi- 
ence with these loud-mouthed advo- 
eates of lawlessness—these assas- 
sins of liberty and law—who are only 
brave when they are in the middle of 
a crowd. For two periods of eighteen 
months each, strikers and boycotters 
did their utmost to stop the voice of 
this paper, ruin its business and annoy 
its patrons. Had we so desired, we 
could, at any period of their pernicious 
activity, have brought them before the 
courts, and have had them punished, 
for they were as clearly lawbreakers 


as are the three men—Ross, Stanwood 


and Clune—who have just had their 
sentences confirmed by the highest 
judicial tribunal on earth. But we did 
not appeal to the courts; on the con- 
trary, while other California journals 
were “falling down,” right and left, 
the Los Angeles Times fought the 
leagued terrorizers in the open field 
of public conflict; we resisted their as- 
saults, defied -their combined forces, 
and steadily refused to wear the badge 
of servitude which they sought to place 
upon us. We preferred to see the 
great court of The People inflict the 
deserved and lasting punishment which 
was ultimately visited upon the law- 
breaking boycotters; we preferred to 
let them work out their own undoing, 
and they did it completely, while The 
Times dates its most prosperous era 
from the hour of the first strike in it“ 
office, away back in August, 1890. ‘Tne 
people of Los Angeles have set the 
seal of their approval upon fidelity, 
steadfastness and courage. 

Let it be, once for all, understood 

that the American people will not for 
a moment tolerate the existence in this 
country of a power, by whatever name 
it may be called, which assumes to 
dictate to free men how, when, and 
for whom they shall labor. 
And let those Knights of Labor who 
labor with their jaws chiefly, and who 
have undertaken to defy the mandate 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, beware! 


DEFYING THE COURTS. 


“Whom the gods would destroy they 

first make mad.” The Knights of 
Labor, if this proverb hold true, are 
evidently marked for destruetion; for 
they have certainly been made mad— 
very mad—by the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, affirming the decision of 
Judge Ross at every point in the cases 
of Clune, Ross and Stanwood, the A. 
R.U. conspirators of this city, who 
were sentenced by Judge Ross to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment for 
conspiring to obstruct the movement 
of the United States mails. 
The Times’ Washington dispatches 
this morning indicate the extent of the 
madness which has seized upon Master 
Workman Sovereign and his confreres 
of the Knights of Labor. It has taken 
the form of a threatened defiance of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which is the highest judicial 
tribunal in the world. Sovereign and 
his associates have entered upon this 
open defiance of the court, not hastily, 
but deliberately. Their action was pre- 
meditated. They announced several 
weeks ago that if the decision of the 
court were adverse to their cause, it 
would be ignored, not only by the 
Knights of Labor, but by all labor or- 
ganizations. It remains to be deter- 
mined how far the effort to execute 
this announced determination will be 
carried. The issue is mot doubtful. 
Law will triumph in the end, because 
it is based impregnably upon the bed- 
rock of right and justice. 

It is well that the issue has been 
fairly and fully joined. Since the final 
clash between law and lawlessness was 
inevitable, it is better that it should 
come now, when the issues are clearly 
defined, than at a later time, when 
they might be more involved and ob- 
scured. 

Underneath the whole contention, 
and dominating it in every phase, lies 
the fundamental question as to the 
right of every man to labor when he 
pleases, for whom he pleases, and on 
such terms as he may agree upon with 
his employer. This is the real issue, 


‘| Around it cluster all others. It is 


fundamental. It is vital. 

The labor organizations which pro- 
pose to set at naught and defy the Su- 
preme Court of the land, claim the 
“right” to determine whether other 
men, not of their organization, shall be 
permitted to earn their daily bread. 
They claim the “right” to ostracize, 
intimidate and coerce the great major- 
ity of laboring men who not mem- 
bers of their secret bands. It evidently 
has not occurred to Sovereign, et al., 
that if this power could be confirmea 
to them as a “right,” the constitu- 


— 


| tional rights of those whom they pro- 


pose to coerce and intimidate would be 
swept away. They can see only their 
own selfish and narrow interests, and 
are apparently incapable of compre- 
hending the broader principles of the 
rights of man and the guarantees of 


| constitutional liberty. 


The labor organizations of this coun- 
try—and of all countries—are an in- 
significant factor of the total popula- 
tion. The great majority of laborers 
are unorganized, and will remain s0, 
probably, to the end of time. It is 
manifestly ridiculous, therefore, for the 
insignificant minority to assume to in- 
timidate and control the majority. If 
the claimed “right” of the minority to 
do this were judicially affirmed, the 
immortal declaration that “all men are 
created free and equal, and are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights, among which are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness,” would become a mocking and a 
meaningless phrase. 

Judicial cognizance will probably not 
be taken of the vaporings of Sovereign 
and others. If their foolish threats of 
defiance are carried into execution, 
punishment should and will be swift 
and sure. The principle has been judi- 
cially promulgated by the highest 
court, that men who labor have a right 
to dispose of their labor as they see 
fit. The rigid enforcement of this prin- 
ciple should follow. When this prin- 
ciple is generally ‘conceded and en- 
forced, and not until then, will the 
eternal principles of justice, equality 
and liberty be fully exemplified in our 
system of government. 


THAT ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


The apathy of the administration in 
the matter of the Alaskan boundary 
question is exciting a great deal of un- 
favorable comment from the press of 
the country, and not without good rea- 
son. From all accounts it appears that 
the claims set up by Great Britain are 
preposterous, and cannot be conceded 
by the United States unless we are 
prepared to forfeit our self-respect and 
allow Great Britain to take whatever 
portion of Alaska she desires. 

The bouhdary heretofore recognized 
was “ten marine leagues from the in- 
dentations of the coast-line of the main 
land;” but now the claim is set up that 
the boundary line should be “ten 
marine leagues in the interior from the 
seaward coast of the bordering 
islands.” This would give to England a 
considerable part of the main-land 
coast in Southeastern Alaska, leaving 
to the United States only the islands. 
Rich gold deposits have beer discov- 
ered in the disputed territory, which 
also commands the entrance by sea to 
valuable territory in the interior. Were 
it not for these important circum- 
stances there would probably be no dis- 
pute as to the Alaskan boundary. 

It is not to be supposed that even so 
unpatriotic an administration as the 
Cleveland administration will sit su- 
pinely by ahd permit Great Britain to 
seize this valuable territory. A Presi- 
dent who would permit such a thing 
would deserve impeachment, and would 
probably receive it. But the President 
and his State Department are certainly 
very slow to take action in the mat- 
ter. The claims set up by the British, 
and the circumstances surrounding the 
setting up of their claims, would un- 
questionably justify some official state- 
ment of the position of the United 
States government on this question. 
So far as has been made public, neither 
the President nor the State Department 
has as yet taken the least cognizance 
of the situation, which is so full of 
menace to our interests in Southern 
Alaska. Possibly Mr. Cleveland is 
withholding present comment with a 
view to laying the whole subject before 
Congress in December. The affair is 
of too grave importance to be ignored. 
The time is near at hand when we 


‘shall be forced to take decisive action 


or acknowledge that we lack the cour- 
age to defend the territory which we 
have acquired by purchase. 


Col Breckinridge was declared some 
time ago to be politically dead, and 
though buried beneath a weight of 
public condemnation that should have 
been sufficient to have forever pre- 
vented his resurrection, he has risen 
from the shroud of shame that envel- 
oped him and has entered the race for 
the Kentucky Senatorship. But it will 
be a vain effort. The better sentiment 
of Kentucky will prevail, and the 
moral stigma which rests upon his 
name is pronounced enough to snow 
him under so deep that he will at 
length become conscious that he is 
forever debarred by his own shame- 
lessness from every position of trust 
and power within the gift of his State. 
Public sentiment is against him 
every where, and if it were possible for 
him to again enter Congress he would 
find, even there, that it was impossible 
for him to get away from the record 
which he has made or to wipe from 
the memory of the public the blackness 
of his past. 


It is reported in a Washington dis- 
patch that Secretary Carlisle will, in 
his forthcoming report, recommend 
legislation to increase the revenues of 
the government, as he recognizes at 
last the fact that the present tariff is 
inadequate to produce the necessary 
revenue. The great Democratic bluff 
dies hard; but it dies just the same. 


If the Wilson bill had become a law 
instead of the Gorman-Brice substi- 
tute, the deficit for the first year of the 
new tariff would have been over $100,- 
000,000, instead of about $50,000,000. As 
The Times remarked soon after the 
present tariff went into effect, Gorman, 
et al., saved their party from itself 
when they forced the passage of the 
Senate substitute.

AMATEUR ATHLETIC UNION. 


Some Stringent Resolutions Adopted 
Against Professionalism. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The annual 
meeting of the Amateur Athletic Union 
of the United States, which was held 
at the Astor House, adopted stringent 
resolutions to govern the relations of 
amateurs to professionals, which are 
decidedly more radical than any legis- 
lation ever considered on the subject. 
The legislation passed in detail was: 
That no amateur can race for a purse 
as a testimonal without becoming in- 
eligible; that no amateur baseball team 
can play against a professional team 
or maintain a professional battery; 
that no football team can have a pro- 
fessional coach play with it; that the 
maintenance of training tables by 
clubs should be abolished, and that 
training and traveling expenses should 
not be allowed; also that an athlete 
who has no visible means of support is 
not an amateur. 

Several other matters of importance 
were passed on. In the case of HiéKok, 
the Yale hammer and weight-thrower, 
who was suspended for competing in 
unregistered games, it was decided 
that he is still ineligible and that he 
must return his medals. 

C. W. Stage, the Cleveland sprinter, 
who has officiated as an umpire of the 
National Baseball e, was de- 
clared to be a professional therefor, 
and will not be permitted to compete 
in amateur events. 

The 1 at the convention rep- 
resented the Atlantic Association, the 
New England Association, the North 
American Gymnastic Union and the 
Pacific Northwest Association, J. Boyd 
of the New Jersey Athletic Club, alter- 
nate, representing the latter organiza- 
tion. The Central Pacific and South- 
ern associations have not paid their 
dues, and were not entitled to repre- 
sentation. 

A resolution was adopted highly com-

INSURGENTS DEFEATED, 


THEY ARE COMPELLED TO RE- 
TREAT WITH HEAVY LOSSES. 


Driven Back from Moste Oscar by 
Col. Suebia They are Met by 
Brig.-Gen. Olivera, Who Forces 
Them Across the Zasa River. 
Madrid Officials Incredulous. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Nov. 19.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) Col. Suebia has defeated 
the insurgent forces commanded by 
Gomez at Monte Oscar, according to an 
official dispatch. The Spaniards cap- 
tured all the insurgent positions. Go- 
mez tried to turn the right flank of the 
Spanish columns, but, after an hour’s 
fighting, was compelled to retreat with 
heavy losses. A column of troops 
started in pursuit of him in the direc- 
tion of Buena Vista and Pincaro. 


The official advices add that 


Gen. Olivera afterward met the main 
body of the insurgents, numbering two 
thousand infantry and cavalry, and, at- 
tacking the insurgents, compelled them 
to retreat to San Antonio. The insur- 
gents were afterward pursued and 
forced to cross the Zasa River. The 
troops continued in pursuit of the en- 
emy. The latter lost many killed and 
wounded. All these engagements took 
place in the province of Santa Clara, 
south of Sancti Spiritus, and are an- 
nounced in official dispatches from the 


headquarters of Martinez de Campos at — 


Santa Clara. 
Near Santiago the troops 
five well-dressed men. 
declared they were fishermen from 
Kingston, but afterward confessed that.

expedition and had landed in Cuba, 
with the intention of joining the insur- 
gents.

“All the testimony I ve in the trial 
of Mayne in Los Angeles I gave be- 
cause I was afraid if I did not, Mrs. 
Wright would have me put in jail. I 
testified at the trial that Mayne was 
in bed with my sister Elsie on ~ the 
night of March 30. I said this because 
Mrs. Wright said it was this night, and 
I was afraid of her. I do not know 
whether Mayne was in Los Angeles at 
all on that night. 

“My sister Elsie and I both told our 
mother on the day of the preliminary 
examination that Mayne had done 
nothing to us to injure us, and then 
my mother wanted to know what all 
the trouble was made for, and wanted 
me to go with her to San Francisco, 
but Mrs. Wright and the officers would 
not allow me to go, and put a guard 
over me, and kept me in constant fear. 
Mrs. Wright used to talk to me and try 
to make me say that Mayne had sev- 
eral relations with me. She finally had 
her husband prepare an affidavit which 
she compelled me to sign. I objected 
to the statement in it that Mayne had 
criminal relation with me. I told her 
he did not, but she said to her husband 


to put it in, and he did, and they got 
me to sign it. 

“It is not true that Mayne ever did 
have criminal relations with me. My 
sister Elsie, while we were together at 
Mrs. Wright's, told me he never did 
with her, either. While I was on the 
witness stand I was afraid to tell how 
I felt, and I had no way to let any 
one know. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wright were always 
talking about what influence they had, 
and how they got my mother put in 
jail, and I thought I would be in some 
kind of danger if 1 told how I was in- 
fluenced by them when I was on the 
stand, and I had no one to talk 10. 

I testified on the trial that Mayne got 
into bed with my sister and I, because 
Mrs. Wright kept saying he did, and I 
thought I must say so, whether I knew 
it or not. She told me to testify that 
on the night of March 30, I felt the 
bed moving and that I thought Mayne 
was in bed and was doing something 
wrong with my sister Elsie, and I 
thought I must say so, and swore to it 
on the stand. 

What I say in this affidavit, I say be- 
cause it is all true, and I do not be- 
lieve Mayne guilty of the crime he has 
been convicted of. Mrs. Wright, during 
all the time I was there at her house 
after Mayne's arrest, used to talk of 
nothing else. She used to say she hated 
him for the way he had treated herself 
and her husband in business matters, 
and I remember of her saying many

It is hoped that the board will re- 
spond with promptness to the call, as 
heretofore it has done very little for 
the town, and has shown an indiffer- 
ence that is not, to say the least, com- 
mendable. Among other things to be 
considered at the meeting will be the 
subject of controlling the spread of 
tuberculosis about here. — 

The squeamishness of some of those 
people who have friends so afflicted, it 


is urged, should not stand in the way 


of taking proper means of limiting the 
spread of the disease, and were the 
mature of that infection fully under- 
stood by the vietims of the disease, it 
is believed that they would be the first 
ones to ask that all needful Sanitary 
regulations should be enforced. Amorg 
these the sale of milk, it is declared, 
should be under strict inspection, for 
tuberculosis patients are usually put 


upon a milk diet, and it is highly es- 


sential that the milk furnished them 
should be absolutely pure.

FRUIT-GROWERS’ MEETING, 


Arrangements Made for Handling 
the Pasadena Crops. 


The directors of the Pasadena Fruit- 
growers’ Association held a meeting 
Monday afternoon, and the agr2ement 
under which business is to be con- 
ducted this season was decided upon. 
Growers who do not sign by January 
1 will be excluded from the associa- 
tion, except on certain terms provided 
by the directors. 

The association agrees to act as agent 
for the growers in picking, packing 
and handling the crop, and those who 
do not desire to have their oranges 
picked and packed by the association, 
deliver them to the warehouse at a cer- 
tain time agreed upon, and the associa- 
ton is to be the sole judge of the sizes 
and qualities to be shipped. 

As a prerequisite it is stipulated 


that the grower shall subscribe to one 


share of the stock of the association 
for every acre or fraction of an acre of 
fruit handled by it, and the association 
is protected against liability by the 
payment of 25 cents a box for failure 
to deliver the fruit to the association 
by the grower. 

The funds received from the sale of 
oranges to be divided pro rata 
among the growers as rapidly as pos- 
sible on the basis of variety, grade, size 
and quality for the business of the sea- 
son. 


Change of Route. 


The people of North Pasadena are 
complaining rather bitterly over the 
change of route of the electric road. 
The Supervisors granted pérmission to 
the company to change its route from 
Fair Oaks avenue to Raymond avenue, 
and, as the road would otherwise have 
been compelled to run its track through 
private property where the obtaining 
of a right-of-way would have been a 
troublesome and expensive matter, they 
availed themselves of Raymofd avenue, 
which is the route commonly chosen to 
the cemetery. The narrowness of the 
street is such that it will be dangerous 
for vehicles and electric cars to at- 
tempt it at the same time. It is sug- 
gested that a strip of land be given by 
property-owners abutting on the street, 
and that it be widened. The company 
expresses its willingness to fit up a 
funeral car, if it is thought advisable, 
and reserve it wholly for that use. It 
is explained that, since the road is 
being built to connect with the Mt. 
Lowe road, no other route but that 
taken would have served the purpose, 


CRUSHED AND BURNED. 


HORRIBLE DEATH OF FIREMAN 
SAM HASKINS. 


The Colored Callman Fell Between 
the Wheel and Boller of His Eu- 


gine and Was Mangled and 
Roasted. 


Sam Haskins, a call fireman and 
well-known colored politician, met 
death in a most agonizing manner 
yesterday evening. 

Haskins belonged to engine .company 
No. 2, and was always prompt to re- 
spond to the call to duty. An alarm 
was rung in at 6 o'clock yesterday 
evening, and the engine and hook and 
ladder wagon were soon tearing along 
over the rough pavement and the 
rougher car tracks in front of the 
Baker Block on North Main street. 
Sam Haskins sprang to his place on 
the rear -of the engine, but, owing 
to the roughness of the road, he lost 
his balance, flung his arms about 
wildly for a moment, then fell between 
the boiler and the left hind wheel, 
where he was crushed and burned to 
death. 

The wheel of the engine had to be 
taken off before the victim could be re- 
moved from his perilous position, and 
it. was fully ten minutes before this 
was done. Meanwhile a large crowd 
gathered and offered a thousand sug- 
gestions, and the fire in the engine 
made the boiler hotter and hotter. As 
soon as thé wheel was taken off the dy- 
ing man was carried to the engine- 
house, where Drs. Choate and McCar- 
thy attended him. All attempts at re- 
suscitation failed, and he died within a 
few minutes. 

Sam Haskins was a well-known char- 
acter about town, and had many 
friends among the white as well as the 
colored population. He was a native of 
Virginia and came to Los Angeles 
about fifteen years ago. He was about 
40 years of age and unmarried. 

The body was taken to Kregelo & 
Bresee’s, where the inquest will be held 
when it suits the convenience of the 
Coroner.

Missionaries Have to be Careful How 
They Use Them. , 

One of the main reasons for the fail- 
ure of many missionaries in Japan to 
make an impression on native seekers 
after truth is their inability to master 
the peculiar idiomatic expressions of 
the Japanese,” said Rev. Clarence E. 
Rice, who will return to missionary 
labor in Japan shortly. 

“The most trivial matters are tortured 
into high-flown figures of speech. 

“There is another thing which inter- 
feres seriously with the delivery of ser- 
mons to the Japanese in their native 
tongue and that is the close resem- 
blance, in spelling and pronunciation, 
of words which mean totally different 
things. 

“There is a story told of a very ear- 
nest minister of Tokio who studied the 
vocabularly of the Japanese for several 
years, so he could preach to them in 
their native tongue. At last he informed 
a friend that on a certain day he would 
preach in Japanese. The great day 
came and the preacher talked earnes‘ly 
and effectively till near the close of his 
sermon. The point of the story lies in 
the fact that the Japanese words for bell 
and postoffice are almost identically the 
same in pronunciation. When the 
preachercame to the exhortation partof 
his address said with considerable im- 
pressiveness: ‘And now, my brethren, 
unless vou receive the Lord Jesus 
Christ for your salvation, you will all 
go to the postoffice.“ You can im- 
agine the effect.“

COMMERCIAL, 

OLIVE KERNEL SOAP. A _ San 
Francisco firm writes the California 
Fruit Grower in respect to a matter of 
interest to olive-growers and soap-mak- 
ers, and which is as follows: We here- 
with enclose a clipping from a London 
produce journal received by today’s 
mail. The article we think will be of 
interest to olive-growers in California.” 
The article has reference to soap stock 
made from the kernels of olives, and 
says: “This peculiar product is pre- 
pared in the consular district of Brin- 
disi, Italy. The residue of the olive 
kernels is subjected to chemical process 
under the action of sulphuric acid, after 
all means of extraction by pressure 
have been exhausted. Of this sub- 
stance it is stated that during 1894 the 
quantity produced amounted to about 
twelve hundred tons, the medium mar- 
ket price for which ranged at about£18 
(Say $90) per ton. This article, which is 
of little value as a lubricator, has an 
extensive sale for use in soap manufac- 
ture, and in years when the oll crop has 
been favorable considerable quantities 
have been exported to America, Great 
Britain and Northern Europe. This 
oil is locally known as olio sulfureo, or 
sulphur oil, from the system of its ex- 
traction. The refuse left after the ex- 
traction of this oil is known as ‘sausa,’ 
and is used for fuel for steam boilers 
by millers, as being more economical 
than coal.” 

The large and increasing quantity of 
olives grown in Southern California for 
the making of olive oil makes what is 
here written a matter of much interest 
to both olive-growers and soap- makers. 
In the manufacture of olive oil here, as 
in other countries, the pit and kernel of 
the olives are lightly crushed in a 
stone-crusher used for that purpose. 
If the mass is made too pulpy by crush- 
ing the pit and kernel too fine the result 
is never satisfactory, as the oil will 
never flow from it under the press as 
freely as if care is taken not to mash 
the pits too fine. The residue of oil left 
in the kernel is therefore always quite 
large, and it is this that makes it val- 
uable for the uses designated in the 
above article. The soap manufacturers 
of Los Angeles would do well to confer 
with the olive-growers about this, so 
that this medium could be utilized. 


CORN AND POTATOES. The total 
corn crop of the United States this 
year is estimated, by the American 
Agriculturist, at 2,272,378,000 bushels. 
This is considerably the largest corn 
crop ever grown in any one year. The 
acreage is given at $1,488,000 acres, and 
the average yield per acre 27.9 bushels. 
Iowa stands first on the list, with 204,- 
272,000 bushels. Kansas comes next 
with 282,600,000 bushels. 

The same authority says the 
potato crop is also a good one this 
year. It gives the yield at 282,000,000 
bushels, as against 185,000,000 bushels 
last year. The acreage is put down for 
the present year at 3,204,000 acres, with 
an gverage yield of 88 bushels per 
acre, as compared with 64 last year. 
New York State heads the list with 
40,505,000 bushels. Iowa is credited 
with 22,500,000 bushels, Michigan with 
22,386,000; Wisconsin, 22,000,000; Penn- 
Sylvania, 21,960,000, and Minnesota with 
20,125,000 bushels. 

California shows a slight improve- 
ment over last year, but when com- 
pared with the big figures of these 
other States, can hardly be said to be 
“in it.“ The potato crop of this State 


for this year is estimated at about 
2,700,000 bushels. . 


CELERY SHIPMENT. The first 
shipment this season of celery from 
Southern California to the Kast was 
made today from Santa Ana. It came 
from the peat lands in Orange county 
and was made by the Earl Fruit Com- 
pany. It consisted of one carload of 
20,000 pounds and wus sent to Kansas 
City. The Earl Fruit Company expect 
to ship two more carloads, and per- 
haps three, this week to other Eastern 
cities, and after that shipments of 
about four carloads will go along reg- 
ularly every week during the season. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

MARBLE FOR BUILDING. The 
large amount of building that has been 
going on, and is still going cn, in Los 
Angeles and other cities of Southern 
California, brings up the question of 
marble. A very large quantity of this 
article is now used in the construction 
of all good buildings, for stairoases, 
hallways, and other ways, and nearly 
all of it comes from points outside of 
this Stae, from Vermont, and even a 
great portion of it from Italy. Almost 
none of it is California marble. Yet 
here, within a distance of less than 200 
miles, in Inyo county, is situated one 
of the largest marble quarries in the 
world, with a wealth of marble both 
in quality and variety rarely ex- 
celled. For all practical purposes, how- 
ever, so far as this city is concerned, 
it might as well be at the North Pole, 
and there it will practically remain un- 
til railway connection is made between 
the Carson and Colorado Railway and 
Mojave. The question of building this 
piece of road has been frequently dis- 
cussed, but the matter has always 
ended with the discussion. The trade 
of Inyo and Mono counties, which now 
goes to San Francisco, by the round- 
about way of Reno, Nev., could be 
made a matter of much Importance to 
Southern Califorhia. Our several mer- 
cantile associations might do well to 
devate a share of their attention to it 
with a view of seeing whether means 
could not be devised to secure it. 


JAPAN’S INDUSTRIES. The Com- 
mercial Bulletin publishes some ex- 
tracts from statements made by W. E. 
Curtis, an American newspaper man, 
who, as the Bulletin states, spent some 
months in Japan studying the situation 
from an industrial point of view. He 
says: 

“There is no market for general mer- 
chandise in Japan. e people of that 
country have almost eyerything they 
need, and will soon enter the world’s 
markets as exporter& of manufactured 
articles. It will not be many years be- 
fore Japan will drive England and Ger- 
many out of the East, and that heauti- 
ful little island will become one of the 
busiest workshops in the world. They 
have everything except raw materials, 
which they must always import, and 
they ought to get them from the United 
States. Their greatest imports are iron 
and cotton. They grow a little cotton, 
but it is short fiber and practically 
worthless unless mixed with the longer 
variety from the United States. They 
have some iron ore in the northern part 


ot the island, but it is of poor quality 


and must be mixed with the higher 
grades in order to be utilized profitably. 
They have plenty of coal of excellent 
quality, and it sells as low as $2 a ton 
on board ship at Nagasaki and other 
ports.. 

“It is a commercial phenomenon that 
the Japanese cotton mills get most of 
their supplies from this country, but 
it does not appear in the statistics of 
their trade with the United States. 
They buy it from middlemen in Liver- 
pool, where it is transhipped to Jap- 
It seems very sigular 
that no one has started a direct trade.

is from New Orleans, in the heart of 
the cotton belt, to Los Angeles and 
thence is the shorest ocean travel to 
China and Japan. This cotton ought 
to pass through here and be ship 
from San Pedro or Port Los Angeles.”

ANAHEIM TRUSTEES.

Am Interesting Session of the City 
Trustees at Santa Ana—Delight~- 
ful High Five Party—News: Notes

SANTA ANA, Nov. 19.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The trouble between 
the Anaheim City Trustees and the di- 
rectors of the Anaheim Union Water 
Company continue. The directors went 
into executive session at their meeting 
last Saturday, when they concocted a 
little plan that has come near catching 
the Trustees napping. 

Since the meeting of the directors, a 
petition was quietly circulated among 
a portion of the Trustees, asking per- 
mission to remove the obstructions 
from the ditches, so that water could 
be carried down to several property- 
owners who were, rather strange to 
say, in sore need of irrigation just as 
soon as they could possibly get it.” 
This petition was quietly circulated, 
and three of the signatures ot the Trus- 
tees, viz., Messrs: F. Conrad, C, O. 
Rust and A. L. Lewis, were secured be- 
fore it became apparent that the object 
of the directors was to regain posses- 
sion of the ditch, when, according to 
law, the Trustees would have to again 
enter suit to get posse 
they already had. When asked to give’ 
a guarantee that possession of the 
ditches would again be turned over to 
the Trustees upon demand, they ob- 


jected, when their intention to juggle / 


the city became apparent. oF 

The petition was then placed in the 
hands of the Town Marshal, with the 
signatures of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the City Council, and he was 
instructed to remove the obstructions 
now in the ditches, but, upon investi- 
gation, the Marshal ascertained that 
he could not do this work legally with- 
out being instructed in a legal Way by 
the board. He therefore has fefused 
to remove the dams and the Trustees 
are yet in the ascendency. 

There is no doubt but that the 
wool, so to speak, has been pulled over. 
the eyes of the three members of the 
Couneil, who were undoubtedly led 
into the belief that all the water di- 
rectors wanted was the use of the 
ditches a few days only, until the few 
customers below were supplied with 
water for irrigation. 

The Trustees can congratulate them- 
selves on the narrow escape they had 
from losing all that they have recently 
gained by their suit in the Superior | 
Court for possession of the ditches..

ecock’s Water Proposition. 

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 19.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) As has been expected for 
some time, the Common Council on 
Monday approved of the joint Water 
Committee’s report approving E. 8. 
Babcock’s proposition to ‘furnish this 
, city a water supply and a distributing 
system to cost, on the face of it, $1,575,- 
000. The company represented by Bab- 
cock is the Southern California Moun- 
tain Water Company. The committee 
finds that the proposition of this com- 
pany is the “only one“ that meets the 
requirements of the city “for the fol- 
lowing reasons.“ The reasons, so far 
as published in the committee's report, 
‘are as follows: The company has sat- 
isfied us of its financial ability to carry 
out the contract; absolute ownership is 
assured from the fountain-head to the 
kitchen faucet; a year’s supply is stored 
in the reservoir to guard against the 
contingency of a dry season; a perpet- 
ual flow of 1000 inches (the city now 
‘uses about 100 inches,) is guaranteed 
from the 275 miles of watershed above 
the reservoir, in addition to the twenty- 
five miles of Upper Otay watershed.” 
Other reasons include a new city dis- 
‘tributing system of double the capac- 
ity of the present system; a line to sup- 
ply lands north of the San Diego river; 
development of lands tributary to the 
system; also the development of elec- 
tric power within the city limits of suf- 
ficient capacity to answer all the needs 
of the city. One of the committeemen, 
John Campbell, does not include in this 
report any explanation of the causes 
which led him to secure the release of 
a 3850 mortgage on land reported val- 
ued at $500 and remortgaged to E. S. 
Babcock’s head housekeeper for $1000. 
The City Engineer was instructed 
to prepare estimates of the cost of 
the Upper Otay system.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY | 


THE GOOD ROADS QUESTION FORG- 
ING TO THE FORE, 


Sam Bernardine County Will Co- 
operate With Other Counties to 
Improve the System of Public 
Highways—News Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 19.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The question of 
constructing and maintaining good 
roads is a serious one to the taxpayers 
of this, as well as other counties. The 
records show that over $600,000 of pub- 
lic funds have been devoted to this 
purpose in San Bernadino county, and 
there is comparatively little to show 
for it. Riverside has taken the imitia- 
tive in this section to preserve’ public 
highways and reduce the expense of 
repairs to the minimum by requiring 
the use of broad tires on road wagons. 
The Supervisors of that county have 
undertaken to secure co-operation: in 
the Southern California counties, and 
the following letter has been received 
by the board: 

RIVERSIDE, Nov. 15, 1895. 

To the Honorable Board of Super- 
visors of San Bernardino Count en- 
tlemen: The Board of Supervisors of 
this (Riverside) county has requested 
me to communicate with you in refer- 
ence to the adoption by the six south- 
ern counties of this State, viz: Ven- 
tura, Los Angeles, Orange, San Diego, 
San Bernardino and Riverside, of a 
uniform regulating the 
width of w n tires. 

About a — ago the board of Los 
Angeles county passed such an ordi- 
nance, but subsequently repealed it, 
under pressure from dealers in wagons, 
as it greatly restricted and hampered 
the trade with other counties. About 
the same time the board of this county 
passed a similar ordinance, which has 
recently been amended so as to make 
its terms more definite. But we, in 
common with Los Angeles, find diffi- 
culties in the way of enforcing such an 
ordinance while our county stands alone 


well as for the general good of the peo- 
ple of this end of the State, we have 
concluded to ask the co-operation of 
the counties above named, believing if 
we act together it will remove all ob- 
jections to such an ordinance, as well 
as all difficulties in its enforcement. 
And that it would prove of untold 
benefit to our end of the State. I will 
add that I have already communicated 
with the board of Los Angeles courtty, 
and have received an answer assuring 
us of —2 2 and hearty co- 
operation in the matter. : 

The plan that we suggested to them, 
and the plan we would suggest to you 
is, for the: Board of Supervisors of each 
county to appoint.a committee of one 
from their number to meet a similar

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VENTURA COUNTY. 


MATTER OF STATISTICS OF THE 
AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIATION. 


The Admitted Shrinkage in the Gate 
Receipts Attributed to Inex- 
perience and inefficiency of 
Ticket Sellers and Gate Tenders. 
Tramps in Evidenec. 


VENTURA, Nov. 19.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The publication in The 
Times on Sunday last of the financial 
statement of the secretary of Ventura 
Agricultural Association caused con- 
siderable excitement among the cxecu- 
tive managers of the society, as it was 
the first intimation which a majority 
of the board of directors had that the 
affairs of the corporation had been 
made public. Last evening President 
F. W. Baker, in company with a stock- 
holder, called on the correspondent of 
The Times for an explanation of the 
matter.. He was informed that Secre- 
tary Newby had promised to prepare a 
statement, or copy of the balance sheet, 
for publication; that failing in an effort 
to procure this statement, the figures 
which appeared in The Times of Sun- 
day, November 17, had been taken from 
the file of a local paper, Mr. Newby 
having furnished the statement to that 
journal to the exclusion of all others. 
Mr. Baker then said that the figures 
and all facts, as published in The Times 
article, were correct down to detail, but 
that the matters outlined were in no 
sense the property of the public at 
large, as the Ventura Agricultural As-. 
sociation was a private corporation and 
as such was entitled to the exclusive 
use of the books and papers, and that 
Secretary Newby had exceeded his au- 
thority in promising to furnish figures 
for publication. 

Mr. Baker stated further that the 
figures given the local paper were in- 
complete, owing to the mixed condition 
of the books of the association at the 
time the statement was made up. As 
regarded, the matter of general noto- 
riety in relation to the deficit in gate 
receipts, he admitted that there was a 
big shrinkage as compared with what 
was expected would be the financial re- 
turn, but he Attributed the loss to the 
inexperience and inefficiency of the 
ticket-sellers and gate-tenders at the 
track entrances and grandstand. He 
personally computed the loss from these 
causes for the week at something over 
$1000. The selection of the employees 
and assistants generally had been left 
entirely in the hands of Secretary New- 
by, who. hired the help and vouched 
for their efficiency. The general im- 
pression that the association is a pub- 
lic corporation is a mistaken one, and 
undoubtedly grew out of the fact that 
all former race-meetings were ziven 
under the State law. Any bona fide 
stockholder, who desires so to do, can 
at any time have access to the books 
and vouchers of the association by mak- 
ing application to the secretary at his 
Office in the City Hall. 

Meanwhile many of the stockholders 
who have read the published statement 
have informed the Times correspond- 
ent that, while they do not question the 
honesty of the executive management, 
they think they have just cause for

BOTANICAL SOCIETY. 


Constitution and By-laws Adopted 
at Meeting Last Night. 


The Los Angeles Botanical Society 
held a meeting at the Mayor’s office 
last evening for the purpose of perfect- 
ing its organization. President J. C. 
Harvey was in the chair. There were 
nearly thirty men present. 
A brief preamble, constitution and 
bylaws were presented for adoption by 
the organization. 

G. J. Griffith moved to amend the 
clause of the preamble declaring the 
purpose of the organization to be to 
establish and maintain a botanical gar- 
den at Elysian Park.“ by adding the 
words “or any other suitable location.” 
He said he had no objections to Ely- 
sian Park, But thought that inasmuch 
as the constitution would probably be 
for all time, it would be better not to 
have the location confined strictly to 
one place. 

President Harvey explained that 
thermometric investigations had shown 
the proposed location to be the most 
suitable. The place was provided with 
water. Another reason was that the 
Horticultural Society, which was dis- 
banded a year or more ago, planted a 


considerable number of botanical spec- 


imens in Elysian Park. These facts, 
he thought should give the preference 
to that place. 

After further brief discussion, the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Grif- 
fith was adopted.
